RULES. 

Dated 14th day of March, 1902, 

It is this day ordered that the following General Rules shall, from 
and after this date, and until further order, take effect and be in 
force in the Irish Land Commission in relation to proceeding 
under the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1889 and 
the Purchase of Land (Ireland) (No. 2) Act, 1901. 

1. An Agreement between a Vendor and Purchaser for sale and 
purchase of land under the provisions of the above-mentioned 
Acts shall (in cases where the sale of his holding is not about to 
be made to such Purchaser under the Land Purchase Acts) be 
in the form (No, 10a) in the Appendix hereto, or as near thereto 
as circumstances will permit. 

2. Where such purchaser is the proprietor of a holding charged 
with an annuity under the Land Purchase Acts, there shall be lodged 
with the agreement the Land Certificate, evidencing his title to 
such holding unless same be already lodged with the Land 
Commission. 

3. Save as aforesaid, the proceedings in relation to sale and 
purchase shall be in accordance with the general rules, orders, 
forms and directions at present in force in relation to sales under 
the Land Purchase Acts in so far as such rules, order forms and 
directions may be applicable, Provided that in any case in which 
the Judicial Commissioner is satisfied that the Vendor is prima 
facie entitled to carry out a sale or sales under the provisions 
of the above-mentioned Acts, he may, if the justice of the case 
so requires, by ruling signed by him, dispense with the observance 
of such of the said rules, orders or directions as he may specify in
